The oldest regimental mareh ix 
the “British Grenadiers,” going 
back ax if does to the days when 
the Grenadiers were known as the 
First Guards. Very popular, in- 
deed, was this old ditty with’ its 
“tow, raw, row,” refrain, and at 
the present day it is not only the 
ceremonial march of the men who 
once wore the “Cap and Pouch, 
and louped clothes,” but it ia also 
the common property of other 
Fusilier regiments, who in the 
days gone by did duty with the 
hand grenade. 

“The Jocks” 

From a popular point of view, 
the second place must be award- 
ed to “Highland Laddie," which is 
the ceremonial march of the 
“Scots Guards,” as well aa severe 
kilted regiments that are familiar- 
ly known throughout the service 
“The Jocks.” The Lothians 
have for their march an old time 
known as “Dumbarton's Drums,” 
while the Borderers, aptly enough, 
swing by on parade to the air of 
Scott's slirring lyric, “Blue 
Bonnets oer the Border." The 
Cameronians keep time to “With: 
in a Mile o’ Edinburgh Toun,” and 
the Highland Light Infantry put 
their best foot foremost with 
Whistle O'er the Lave O’it. Merry 
times indeed, are these old 
Sacobite airs when they are listen- 
ed to on the march; carrying with 
them they do a flavour of 
xrit and devilry, which factors go 
a long way towards making them 
first favourites even with the sol- 
diers of our own day, 

Many English regiments, too, 
have adopted the old Scottish airs 
as their regimental marches, for 
instance, the Middlesex Regiment 
with their “Lass o’ Gowrie,” the 
Royal West Kents with "A Hun- 
dred Pipers,” and the Lancasters 
with “Corn Rigs,” while such a 
typical regiment as the Cheshires 
still march to the inspiring strains 
of “Wha Wad'na Fecht for 
Charlie"!

Welsh Tunes 

Of the Welsh tunes adopted for 
regimental marches, “Men of Har- 
lech,” “God Bless the Prince of 
Wales,” and the rollicking “Ap 
Sherkin" may be said to comprise 
the list. The last named is the 
march of the Welsh Guards, while 
the first is also a popular march 
with cavalry regiments. With the 
“Trish Guards,” “Connaught Rang- 
ers,” “Faugh-a-Ballaghs,” and 
other regiments of the sister Isle, 
St. Patrick’s Day,” “Garryowen,” 
and “Let Erin Remember,” are 
firat favourites with the “Bhoys” 
who, It Is said, can march to the 
divil, and back again. 

Coming now t the English 
songa used as regimental marches, 
we may cite, “The Dashing White 
Sergeant,” “Jockey to the Falr,’? 
"Come Lassies and Lads,” “D'ye 
ken, John Peal’, ” “Here's to tho 
Maiden" and “Her Bright Smile 
Haunts me Still," ote, ete. Of

Royal Tank Corps 

The song which is now the 
march of the Royal Tank Corps is 
known as “My Boy Willie,” which 
is taken from Ceell Sharpe’s col- 
lection of Folk Songs. When the 
idea of a regimental march was 
suggested, the officers unanimous- 
ly decided to have a real good old 
English tune, and after many had 
been tried, the final choice fel] on 
“My Boy Willie.” : 
“Dominion troops have now quite 
as great a liking for distinctive 
marches us the British Army. 
Just as we cannot imagine the 
Gordon Highlanders parading to 
any other tune than “Cock 0’ the 
North,” neither can we imagine 
any branch of the Canadian Army 
marching past to anything but the 
“Maple Leaf for Ever.” 

Foreign Ditties 

While it is easy to see why 
‘British folk-songs are so popular 
as ceremonial marches, it is diffi- 
cult to account for the adoption 
of such | foreizn ditties as 
“Milangllo” until quite recently 
the march of the Coldstream 
Guards, and “Ca Fra,” a French 
revolutionary song used by the 
West Yorks. Then there are also 
“Braganza,” the march of the 
“Queen's,” “Romaika” the favour- 
ite tune of the Oxford Kegiment, 
and “La Mandolinata,” which the 
Bedford Boys have marched to for 
half a century. 

Several regiments have two 
marches. | quote for example “The 
Queen’s Own Cameron Highland- 
ers”; the :pipers play the “Pibroch 
O’Donuil Dhu,” while the military 
band, if called upon to play the 
regiment past, play “The March 
of the Cameron Men.” 

In a few regiments what might 
be termed specia] marches bear- 
ing the title of the regiment, have 
been called into service, and there 
ure at least two notable instances 
where even Royalty itself haa 
vied with the bandmaster in ,the 
production of a regimental quick- 
ste§. The late Prince Consort’ is 
credited with a march styled. 
“Prince Alberts,” which was com- 
posed for the Somerset Regiment; 
while H.R.H. Princess Augusta 
was responsible for the march 
‘Windsor" which. haa for many 
years been associated with the 
Worcester Regiment,

The sender of the mes- 
sage did not give the genuine ad- 
dress, it is said.

Motor Competition 

Turning to the accounts, traffic 
receipts show a falling off of 
$4,681.69 and the net profit a de- 
crease of $1,679.64, as compared 
with the previous year, As regards 
trafic receipts, there is no doubt we 
have been affected to some extent 
by motorcar competition, which 
will probably become more accent- 
uated when May-road is opened up 
tor motor traffic. 

As regards the very big increase 
under the heading “Stations, Lease- 
holds and Buildings,” amounting to

THE “TAI FLEET 


Messrs. Barber §S.S. Lines, New 
York, up to a number of years ago 
had o fleet of steamers on the New 
York Far Eastern trade which came 
out via the Panama Cunal and re- 
turned to New York vin Suez In 
recent years Messrs. Barber had a 
controlling interest in u number of 
U.S. Shipping Board vessels, but 
these have been disposed of to pri- 
vate interests, With the increasing 
demand for speed it was difficult to 
find a suitable tonnage to place on 
the run, but finally negotiations were 
concluded with Messrs. Wm. Wilhelm- 
sen, Oslo, the well-known Norwegian 
Owner to charter 5 new motor ves- 
sels. These vessels at the time had 
only just been ordered, and in fact 
the first vessel, the “Tai Yong,” was 
only delivered in March this year. 

It is interesting to note that the 
vessels have been given Chinese

Shelter Deck Type 


The vessels are of the shelter-deck 
type, and the double bottom, which 
is 3.9 feet high, extends the whole 
length of the ship and is utilised for 
the carriage of fuel oil, seven tanks 
being provided. 

Accommodation for further fuel is 
arranged in tanks between and at 
the sides of the tunnels, a deck be- 
ing built over them aft of the engine 
room, 

Forward of the engine reom are 
three cargo holds, and two aft, 
‘tween decks, 9 feet high, being ar- 
ranged in the three forward holds. 

A deep tank with a capacity of 
1,400 tons w.b., which has a coffer- 
dom in the centre diving tank, is 
situated in No, 3 lower hold.

In all about 1,658 tons of fuel can 
be carried, detracting, as will be 
seen, very little indeed from the 
cargo space, ond as the daily fuel 
consumption at full speed when laden 
is in the neighbourhood of 24 tons 
for all purposes, these relatively high 
speed cargo liners have a radius, of 
action of nearly 24,000 miles without 
rebunkering. They are naturally able 
to take on fuel in any part on their 
route where it is cheapest, and even 
for their longest trades it is usually 
only necessary to bunker once for 
the round trip.

It was stated re- 
cently in the 
papers that 
H.E. the 
ernor, when asked if well water 
should be brought into use, 
thought this was not desir- 
able, because of the fear of 
water-borne diseases. True! 
But does not the Government 
think that nullah water may con- 
tain more germs of typhoid and 
cholera than well water? Hong 
Kong long ago had many wells—. 
in fact, a large percentage of the 
European residents had each a 
well of their own, and then they 
did not experience such a crisis 
as is prevailing to-dav. The 
latest. reports concerning the 
water famine are to the effect 
that sanction has been given for 
certain wells to be opened. So 
that in svite of the objection 
originally raised, the Government 
has given way to a certain ex- 
tent. 


Nullahs v. 
Wells 


One may not be 
Rendezvous wrong in saying 
For _that the most 
Robbers popular — rendez- 
vous for robbers 
on thé mainland is Gascogine- 
road in the vicinity of King's 
Park. At night when all is quiet, 
Gascognie-road presents an 
amiable “theatre” in which the 
robbers and their victim are the 
chief characters. The road leads 
from Yaumati to Hunghom, and 
must on occasions, (we will not 
say always) reward the evil-doer 
with a fine harvest, and, in- 
cidentally, encourage — further 
exploits of a similar kind. There 
is not a month in which someone 
returning from Yaumati to Hung- 
hom or vice versa, is not set upon 
by robbers who usually number 
three. In many cases violence is 
used with drastic results—the 
victims have been known to have 
been stabbed, if the robbers are 
not satisfied with what they have 
stolen. In view of the fact that 
this place is so often a rendezvous 
for robbers—and will continue so, 
for that matter—steps should be 
taken for the safety of the public. 
The Police should place more con- 
stables on beat-duty along the 
whole length of the road, more 
particularly opposite King’s 
Park.

Engineer Mr. W. G. Mogg 
of 1891 as he then was)?

out to the Royal Naval Dockyard, 
Hong Kong, as Engineer.

George Mogg, C.B., (as he be- 
came), was found dead on Stokes 
Bay Beach on May 1.

He was 68 and had 
served on the active list of 
the Royal Navy for over 37 
years. He had been Mayor of 
Gosport, and had held other posi- 
tions in public life. The son of 
Mr. W. H. Mogg, he became an 
assistant engineer, R.N., on April 
1, 1882, In June, 1887, he was 
promoted to Engineer. As. Chief 
Engineer he served ‘in the cruiser 
“Sirius,” and while in her was 
made staff Engineer, in 1898. He 
afterwards went to Australia as

Staff Engineer of the “Royal 
Arthur,” flagship of Rear- 
‘Admiral Sir Lewis Beaumont, and 
during ,his service there he be- 
came an Engineer Commander, in 
October, 1902. Other vessela in 
which he served included the 
battleship “Renown,” “Repulse” 
and “Hood,” in reserve at home.

With a Labour Government in power the time seems ripe for 
the local community concentrating on the creation of a Municipal 
Council. “Taxation without representation” is and has always been 
one of the main planks of the Labour Party. Were its leaders now 
in power to enquire into the position in this Colony they would be 
positively amazed and, if they were truly honest, they would marvel 
at the exemplary patience that has been shown by this very cosmo- 
politan community.

as follows: : 


“Besides the Kwangsi clique, there 
is only one other person who dares 
to defy the Central Government: he 
is Fong Yu-hsiang. He has allied 
himself with the Soviets; made use 
of the communists; destroyed com- 
munications; embezzled famine relief 
funds; and utilised every means 
under his control against the orders 
of the Central Government. Can 
such actions be prompted by patrict- 
iam or by a love for the people? 
The Kwangsi clique has fallen; and 
it may be safely predicted that Feng 
Yu-hsiang will likewise fall. For he 
is not imbued with any principles, 
nor does he consider the welfare of 
the people. He has always been 
motivated by personal gain. 

Control of Military Power 

“At the close of the Northern Ex- 
pedition, and upon my assumption to 
office in the South, I made a declara- 
tion to the effect that the militarists 
having been defeated and the coun- 
try united, it was time to hand over 
all military powers to the Central 
Government, so that. no military men 
could interfere with politics. In 
comformity with that view, I resign- 
ed from the Central Political Coun- 
cil and the Canton Branch Political 
Committee.” s 

General Chen emphasised the 
importance of the civil authority 
as being above the military au- 
thority. The reverse situation 
could under no circumstances be 
tolerated. Such should be the 
case with the Central Government 
and also with the provincial author- 
ities, or else the period of poli- 
tical tutelage could never begin. 

On the occasion of his assump- 
tion of office as Chairman of the 
Provincial Government, General 
Chen declared certain principles 
which he was to follow, and 
which he would re-state, as 
follows: 

(1) The finances of — the province 
must be made public: a budget 
must be drawn up, and the or- 
ganisation of an incorruptible 
government must be speedily 
realised. 

The installation of persons in 
public services must be made 
public: ability should be the only 


criterion, and an examination 
system should be rigidly adhered 


to. 

Why Men Become Militarists 

According to the Chairman, 
there were three factors which 
induced men, with military power 
to ‘become militarists, namely: 

(1) Conceit and self-importance, 
(2) The desire to control territory, 
(3) The greed for. financial gain, 

Jt was General Chen’s belief 
that the militarists of the (1) and 
(2) categories would not appear, 
because General Chen Chai-tong, 
being a man of loyalty and’ prin- 
ciples, would never allow such a 
thing to happen: But-they had 
to guard against men of the third 
category, who would be filled with, 
the desire for accumulating 
riches. He did not mean to say 
that such inen were bound to ap-| 
pear, but Kwangtung was a rich 
province, ond past events had 
shown that whoever ‘had military 
power had ‘opportunities to enrich 
themselves at the expense of the 
public.

Motor Cycle Speeds 

The results of the Colmore Cup 
Trial, the most important one-day 
trial of the motor-cyclist’s year, 
were illuminating. They showed, 
for instance, that ice and snow— 
even if the latter be of trifling 
depth only—can make tracks more 
difficult to negotiate than can 
mere mud and slush; for those 
who won first-class awards were 
few and far between. The times 
in the acceleration test, in spite 
of the film of ice which covered 
the measured stretch, compared 
very favourably with those of pre- 
vious years. This indicates that 
improvements in the gripping 
qualities of tyres have been made 
and probably, also, that manufac- 
turers generally have arrived at 
a better weight distribution on 
their latest models; without these 
improvements wheel-spin must 
necessarily have made the times 
very much slower than in the 
past. An outstanding perform- 
ance was that of G. Wright, on 
a 349 cc. Humber, who tied for 
second place, regardless of engine 
size, in 9.2,'5 secs., beating even 
such riders as the redoubtable 
Jimmy Simpson.

Cheaper Than Steam 
4 Toxin 


The Fiat Company of Turin, 
world-famed as motor car manu- 
facturers, has recently introduced 
an intetresting rail motor coach 
equipped with a six cylinder verti- 
cal Diesel engine developing 180 
erate electricity and drives the 
coach through electric motors 
coupled to the axles. 

This self-contained unit is very 
much more economical than either 
aleam or electricity on lines having 
comparatively light traffic. There 
is no costly installation, as in the 
cnae of electric traction; the Diesel ; 
engine requires only one driver, and 
there is not a big dead weight of 
fuel and water. 

The coach is nearly 60 feet long 
over the buffers, it accommodates 
8 passengers. has a Juggage com- 
partment, a postal compartment, 
and a lavatory. It can be driven 
from either end by one man, the 
controls belng similar to those of 
an ordinary tramear. The weight 
in full running order Is 44 tons, 
the maximum speed is 35 miles per 
hour, and the maximum gradient 
that can be climbed with a full load 
is 1 in 25. 

Tests carried out under working

Record From ‘Bombay 
And Delhi 


37.4 MILES PER HOUR 

Driving a 
Eight Roadater, C. L. Clark of 
the Swiss Engineering Company, 
Bombay, established a new speed 
record between Bombay and 
Delhi, India, when on April 6 he 
arrived in Delhi, just 24 hours 
10 minutes after he had been 
checked out at Bombay. The 
distance between the two cities is 
904 miles, making the average 
speed 87.4 miles per hour. 

While the average speed muin- 
tained during the run may not 
impress the average motorist 
who is accustomed to mile-a- 
minute speed, the new record re- 
ceived wide recognition in India, 
because there, motorists are fami- 
liar with existing road conditions. 
The course, over which the new 
record was made, was through 
jungle, through axle-deep water 
and mud in rivers, and through 
sand storms, which at times made 
vision impossible for more than 
10 yards ahead. In addition to 
these adverse conditions, at times 
the road was no more than the 
roughest of cart tracks.

Mission to Taiyuan 


Considerable interest has been 
aroused in Peking, says Reuter, by 
the sudden departure on the night 
of June 7 of General Ho Cheng- 
thup und General Tang Seng-chi. 
The latter is now nominally a sup- 
porter of Chiang Kai-shek against 
the “Christian General” but his 
career is such as to indicate that he

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himself. The two are bound for Tai- 
yuan, the capital of Shansi, to in- 
terview General Yen Hsi-shan, 
whose desire is to maintain the 
status quo and peace (which will 
be in his own interest).
